Machinist Union Calls 


Strike Against Dorsey 


About 1,000 employees of 
Dorsey Trailers here were idl- 
ed Monday following the Expi- 
ration of an agreement with the 
International Association of 
Machinists. The members of the 
International Association oi 
Machinists, Local Lodge #1769, 
last Saturday voted to reject the 
company’s offer described by 
George Collier, Dorsey Pre- 
sident, as providing ever $1 
million in wage and employee 
benefit increases over a period 
of two years, He said the in- 
creases the company had offer- 
ed amounted to over 10%. The 
current offer is more than 
double the amount of increases 
granted inthe expiring contract. 

Dorsey’s offer to the union 
included an immediate hourly 
pay raise of 15 cents cash for 
all employees, with an addi- 
tional 12 cents per hour at the 
beginning of the second year. 
Substantially increased medi- 
cal, hospitalization and vaca- 
tion benefits were also provid- 
ed, 

Collier said that for plant 
employees the offer amounted to 
a minimum of $312,00 additional 
cash income the first year and 
$561.60 the second year, not 
counting overtime.

About 1,000 employees of 
Dorsey Trailers here were idl- 
ed Monday following the Expi- 
ration of an agreement with the 
International Association of

Machinists, Local Lodge #1769, 
last Saturday voted to reject the 
company’s offer described by 
George Collier, Dorsey Pre- 
Ssident, as providing ever $1 
million in wage and employee 
benefit increases over a period 
of two years, He said the in- 
creases the company had offer- 
ed amounted to over 10%.

The re- 
laxation causes the ar- 
teries to dilate and permits 
the blood to pass through 
with extra force. in turn 
this over-stimulates 
various nerves and causes 
the headache. 

Heredity seems to bea 
factor in migraine; and it 
has been observed that sus— 
ceptible persons are gen- 
erally of a tense, nervous 
type, inclined to worry and 
to he overconscientious, A 
woman is likely tobe over— 
ly fastidious in the care of 
her nome or her person, 
while a man is overam- 
bitious with an exaggerated 
sense of responsibility.

The statewide amend- 
ment, number one on the 
ballot, would allow local 
groups to set up water 
management districts to 
improve low or swampy

An educational pro- 
gram, ‘“‘Alcohol and the 
Law’’, sponsored by the 
Alabama Alcoholic Bev- 
erage Control Board was 
presented to the students 
at Elba High School this 
week, Presenting the pro- 
gram was Mr. Ben Swindle, 

rhis program primarily 
concerns the new ‘‘Minor 
Responsibility Law’’, that 
passed the Legislature in 
1965, 

This new State Law says 
that a person under 21 can- 
not involve himself in any 
way with beverage alcohol 
of any kind. Penalties for 
violation range from fines 
of $25.00 to $100.00 and, or, 
jail sentences up to 30 
days, 

The law was explained 
in detail to the students 
and graphic examples of 
the effects of violation of 
this law were given, as 
well as the physical and 
mental dangers involved, 

The program presented 
several little-known facts 
concerning the poison 
moonshine whiskey prob- 
lem in Alabama, and the 
students were told of the 
filthy and unsanitary con- 
ditions under this 
stuff was made, 


lands and for flood pre- 
vention, Basically, the 
change is to enable local 
projects to be eligible for 
state and federal funds, 
The legislation would allow 
one-third of the landowners 
involved to petition the pro- 
bate judge for pexmission 
to form the water manage- 
ment district.

Amendment number 4 
gives the city of Evergreen 
similar privileges, and a- 
mendment number 6 offers 
3ayou l.a Batre the chance 
to do the same, However, 
in both cities the action 
must also be approved hy 
local voters before com- 
ing effective, ;
